DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the amendment filed 8/18/2008. Claims 53-104 have 
been cancelled and new claims 105-140 have been entered. Claims 105-140 are 
currently pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 105-140 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not disclose or render obvious a multistep automatic 
transmission comprising one shaft axially passing centrally through the second 
planetary gearset; and the second shifting component and the fifth shifting component 
being axially located between the first planetary gear set and the second planetary gear, 
in combination with the other elements required by independent claims 105, 137 and 
139. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
